They do not 
indicate — specifically that 
Israel is willing to withdraw 
civilian control, nor do they 
stipulate how long 
occupation Is desired.

This latter course, however, |

HE high Arctic is a 
world of sea ice, vast 
spaces, high - backed 
mountains and deep fjords 
_ lit for six months by the 
Sun, for six 
months by moonlight and 
the ‘vivid’ colours of the 
Northern Lights. ‘ 


It is the region that 
Scandinavian Airlines’ 
Global Express DC-7Cs will 
span -on_ short-cut flights 
over the North Pole between 
Europe and the Far East. 


The first: commercial ‘route 
over the Pole was opened yes- 
terday, with a stop at Anchorage, 
Alaska. It cut East-West travel 
time from 52 to 30 hours. 


Eastbound filghts cn the new 
route headed north to the Pole 
from Copenhagen. Westbound, 
the DC-7Cs spanned the north 
Paciile from Tokyo to Anchorage, 
then north over the Arctic.
